President Wil­ 
son made the official annou ncement 
today u pon receipt of a letter from 
Secretary of War Baker, giving in de­ 
tail the nu mb er of troops landed in 
France since the movement of 
the 
American army b egan ju st fou rteen 
months ago. 
Altogether 1,019,115 soldiers have 
b een sent ab road, with the loss of 
291 at sea. a graphic testimonial to 
the efficiency of the navy in protect­ 
ing transports from German su b m a ­ 
rines. Of the total nu mb er, 
8,165 
have died or have b een 
invalided 
home. 
Helps Ju ly 4 Celeb ration 
It was with u nconcealed pride tinil 
the president reported the tu rning of 
the m i l l i o n mark b y Ju ly 1. In Ills j 
official statement he said that the 
information “ will b e so satisfactory 
to the cou ntry that its 
pu b lication 
will b e welcomed and will give addi­ 
tional zest to ou r national celeb ra­ 
tion of the Fou rth of Ju ly.”

President Wilson said that the rec­ 
ord will cau se u niversal*satisfaction 
“ b ecau se the heart of the cou ntry is

“Every nation has its b irthday festival. 
In au tocracy it is the b irthday of the em­ 
peror or king. That day changes with each 
su cceeding sovereign. In America we cele­ 
b rate the same b irthday in the twentieth 
centu ry that ou r fathers did in the eigh­ 
teenth. For we celeb rate not the day u pon 
which some king or emperor was horn, b u t 
the day of a nation’s b irth. 
Ou r national 
holiday signifies, not the b irth of a single 
man, b u t the b irth of all men. 
“Of late years its real significance has 
b een largely lost in smoke and noise anti ill 
timed sports. Formerly, the reading of the 
Declaration of Independence was the chief 
event—an impressive one—of ou r natal 
day. 
As ou r independence b ecomes more 
firmly estab lished, we cease to recall 
the 
principles u pon which it was fou nded. The 
Declaration of Independence was taken for 
granted, not read. We had seen France and 
Italy transformed u nder the influ ence of 
its high ideals. We had even seen the party 
in England which made w ar against the 
colonies driven from power. 
Those great 
British statesmen, Pitt and Fox and Bu rke, 
who had b een the champions of ou r cau se 
du ring the Revolu tionary war, now b ecame 
the real ru lers of England. The last vestige 
of divine right of kings in England was b u r­ 
ied with George the Third and now England 
joins with u s in celeb rating ou r Fou rth of 
Ju ly. The world seemed following after u s 
toward democracy. 
“Bu t now, every principle of govern­ 
ment which the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence enu nciated is challenged b y the most 
powerfu l and ru thless armies of all time. 
Again the ringing sentences of that Decla­ 
ration have their message for u s, as they 
had for ou r forefathers in 
Independence 
Hall. The swiftly moving events of the last 
fou r years have pu t in peril again the hopes 
and aspirations of mankind which still find 
their b est expression in that historic docu ­ 
ment. The challenge to au tocracy which it 
b oldly flu ng ou t has again b een taken u p. 
“Ou r citizens of foreign b irth plan a 
special celeb ration for ou r next Fou rth of 
Ju ly. They have earned the right to partici­ 
pate in all the ceremonies of the day. 
On 
every b attlefield ab ove which flies ou r flag, 
ou r citizens of foreign b irth 
are fou nd 
fighting for it with as mu ch zeal and cou r­ 
age as if their fathers had helped place it in 
the sky. Let ou r people u nite on Independ­ 
ence Day in doing honor to the flag and its 
b rave defenders everywhere! Let u s pon­ 
der deeply on that day u pon the things for 
which we fight! Wherever ou r people a^e 
gathered together, whether in chu rch or 
school hou se, or in the home or in the open 
air let the Declaration of Independence b e 
read with solemnity b efitting the time. And 
let u s make ou r own the words with which 
the great charter of ou r lib erty closes: 
“And for the su pport of this declara­ 
tion, with a firm reliance on the protection 
of Divine Providence, we mu tu ally pledge 
to each other, ou r lives, ou r fortu nes, and 
ou r sacred honor.”

The enemy losses

killed and wou nded were heavy. The 
German regiment holding the section 
attacked offered ob stinate resistance 
and was practically annihilated. Ou r 
losses were relatively slight. 
The German cou nter attack early 
today was entirely repu lsed, and the 
enemy again su ffered heavily and we 
added to ou r prisoners. The prison­ 
ers taken b y u s in the attack

as applied to the hottest season of the 
year, but owing to the procession of 
the equinox es it is no longer the time 
of the heliacal rising of the dog star, 
The time of dog days dates from the 
time when Sirius rises at the same 
time as the sun. Because of the pro­ 
cession of the equinox es, this time 
comes earlier every year by 20 min­ 
utes, 20 seconds. 
The almanac mak­ 
ers of today in, this, as in many other 
cases, cater to the 'old-time supersti­ 
tions of tho ignorant, and mark the 
dog days. 
Some of them reckon the 
dog days from Julv 24 to August 24, 
the time of greatest heat in summer 
• in the United States; others date them 
from July 3 to August 11.

Intensive Farming Aids England. 
For a thousand years and more 
wheat lias been a staple crop in Great 
B ritain ; a few hundred years meas­ 
ure the period of wheat growing in 
Canada, and in parts of Canada—the 
naturally fertile valley of the St. Law­ 
rence, for instance— the growing of 
wheat has practically been abandoned 
because the yield is not large enough 
to make it pay. 
Great Britain is an 
old 
country; 
its fields 
have 
been 
cropped for more than ten centuries. 
Canada is a new country, much of its 
soil having been first tilled by its pres­ 
ent occupiers; but in Great Britain 
the average yield of wheat per acre 
is almost 32 bushels, whereas in Can­ 
ada it is only 20 bushels. The climate 
is in Canada's favor; intensive farm­ 
ing is in Britain’s, and the result Is 
11 bushels an acre more.
